Votes NO On 
Incinerators 


Residents from around New Jersey who 
are active in fighting to stop pollution in 
their towns held a convention on June 4in 
Bridgewater, New Jersey. 

The convention, called the “NIMBY 
Convention”, which stands for New Jersey 
Is My Backyard, was organized by the 
Grass Roots Environmental Organization 
(GREO). People from all parts of New 
Jersey came, including members of the 
Ironbound amo Against Toxic 
Waste (ICATW). 

Many resolutions were passed at the end 
of the day. Ironbound residents were 
especially pleased with the resolution 
against garbage incinerators. The resolu- 
tion says in part: 

* Burning garbage is the most expen- 
sive method of solid waste disposal. 

* Emissions from mass burning inci- 
nerators include large amounts of noxious 
gases and acids, cancer causing substan- 
ces, heavy metals, dioxins and furans - all 
of which have been identified as potential 
hazards to the health of the public. 

* There are sound, environmentally 
safe alternatives to use in dealing with 
solid wastes which would not constitute 
an additional health hazard to the citizens

“This rea that people all over the 


state of New Jersey agree that garbage 
—acineratore are dangerous and expensive 
an t be built,” said June 
Kruszewski, from the ICATW. “This 
convention represents the voice of the 
people, and elected officials better listen.” 
Lois Gibbs, the keynote speaker, urged 
citizens to continue their fight to clean up 
pollution. She emphasized that local, state 
and federal government agencies would 
not do the clean ups unless citizens push 
them. Ms. Gibbs got involved in fighting 
pollution when she lived in Love Canal, a 
highly polluted community near Niagara 
Falls in New York State. Residents of Love 
Canal began to fear that they were being 
poisoned by pollution when their children 
started getting sick with mysterious and 
serious diseases. Because elected officials 
would take no action, Love Canal resi- 
dents did their own health survey to see 
how frequently the diseases were occur- 
ring in children in the area. They took 
their information to the newspapers, to 
local officials, and to Washington, D.C. 
before they could get any answers. At one 
point, they even held an environmental

“environmental experts.” They were 
ordinary people who learned what they 
had to know in order to deal with a 
frightening problem that was caused by 
corporations who did not dispose of their 
toxic wastes properly. 

Other speakers were from Greenpeace 
and the Vietnam Veterans of America. 
Both groups oppose incinerators because 
they produce dioxin. Many Vietnam 
veterans are suffering from serious 
diseases because they were exposed to 
dioxin in Agent Orange. “You won't see it, 
you won't smell it, but it will make you 
sick, and it will kill you slowly,” said John 
Spadora from the veterans group.

remains a fact that quantities of dioxin 
and other poisonous chemicals will pollute 
the air, water and soil of our community. 
Construction of several recycling plants 
could take care of all of Essex County's 
garbage, with no need for the pollution 
or the expense of a garbage incinerator.” 

Many residents were angry, because 
they were not allowed to speak until after

late. 

In response to the residents' comments, 
Councilman Martinez said the recycling 
plant they visited in Rome was “wonder- 
ful. It could save Newark $43 a ton on 


garbage costs”, which. is millions of 
dollarsa year in taxpayers savings. 

Councilpersons Villani and Rice pointed 
out that they had never voted for the 
garbage incinerator. Councilman Earl 
Harris already said in a recent statement 
in the newspaper, “I was misled about the 
safety of the incinerator at the time I voted 
on it.” 

On the other hand, Councilman Carrino 
said, “There is no sense your leaving here 
thinking that if we support the recycling 
plant we have stopped the incinerator.” 
Some residents suggested that Council- 
man Carrino put the incinerator in the 
North Ward, if it was so safe. 


Getting The Facts 


Among the new facts about the dangers 
of garbage incinerators, which Ironbound 
residents presented at the City Council 
meeting were: , 

* The Environmental Defense Fund of 
Washington, D.C. is suing the owners of 
the garbage incinerators in Peekskill, New 
York and Chicago, for violating federal 
regulations in the way that they handle 
the ash which is left after the garbage is 
burned. Essex County is planning to 
handle their ash the same way - unsafely. 
The ash is considered hazardous waste in 
some states. 

* The Army shut down a garbage 
incinerator that was only 17 months old in 
Fort Dix, New Jersey, because of high 
levels of “deadly mercury” which were 
proven to be coming out of the incinerator. 
The incinerator, which cost $6.5 million to 
build, will now be shut down for weeks, 
while they try to figure out what to do. 
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People Who Make Things Happen 


During the last 10 years, Ironbound 
people have made things happen. 
Ironbound residents have a lot to be proud 
of. For 10 years, Ironbound Voices has 
told the stories of the times we have stood 
up to protect our neighborhood. 

In this issue, we began a 2 part history of 
people living in public housing in Iron- 
bound and how they have fought over the 
years to improve their homes. This story 
will continue in future issues. 


During the last year, 3 public housing 
buildings in Newark were blown up by the 
Newark Housing Authority (NHA). 
People protested this waste. City Council 
members and NHA officials gave a lot of 
excuses. If you read Ironbound Voices 
during the last 10 years you knew what 
they were going to do and what their 
excuses would be years ago. 

During the summer of 1980, conditions 
in Newark public housing projects began 
to get worse. Tenants at Pennington Court 
in Ironbound began a rent strike because 
they weren't getting the services they were 
paying for. Similar problems were deve; 
loping at two other Iornbound projects, 
Hyatt Court and FDR. 

The reason the conditions were getting 
so bad was that the NHA had received 
$81,000,000 from the federal government 
for fixing up the buildings between 1969 
and 1980 but had actually spent only 
$35,000,000. At the same time the Housing 
Authority (formerly known as the Newark 
Redevelopment and Housing Authority) 
spent most of their time helping corpora-

The Pennington Court residents won a 
battle in court! The Housing Authority 
took them to court to evict them but the 
Judge dismissed the case. 

The tenants also went to City Council on 
Jan. 8, 1981 to protest the bad conditions. 
The City Council had to approve the 
Housing Authority's budget each year, yet 
Council members always try to say they 
have no power to help the tenants.

At about the same time, another 
Ironbound organization, Ironbound 
United Neighbors (IUN) went to the 
Housing Authority's offices to protest the 
conditions at Hyatt and FDR. They gave 
the Housing Authority 3 proposed con- 
tracts regarding services. The tenants 
were ignored. But they continued to 
demand a meeting with the head of the 
Housing Authority, Milton Buck. He 
finally showed up at a meeting with 200 


tenants at Hyatt, but instead of agreeing

Meanwhile, the rent strike continued to 
grow as tenants at Stephen Crane, 
Kretchmer, Scudder, and Walsh Homes 
joined the rent strike. 

The Ironbound group, IUN, then 
decided to support the tenant lawsuit 
against the Housing Authority. They 
joined groups from Scudder, Pennington, 
Kretchmer, Walsh, Columbus, Stephan 
Crane Elderly, and Stephen Crane Village.

The lawsuit charged the Housing Autho- 
rity with mis-use and mis-management of 
modernization funds, and asked the court 
to appoint a receiver for the money 
because millions of dollars that the 
Housing Authority had received were still 
not spent for repairs. 

On July 30, 1981, members of IUN went 
to the Housing Authority offices because 
there were no supplies like window 
screens. On Aug. 13, 1981, they found out 
all the glaziers (people who install and fix - 
windows) were laid off and now there were . 


repairs was sitting in the bank. 

Tenants at FDR won a small victory on 
Aug. 25, 1981, when the Housing Autho- 
rity finally provided dumpsters for 
garbage. 

The plans the Housing Authority and 
the City Council had for public housing in 
Newark began to become clear to the 
tenants. It started when tenants noticed 
that the number of vacant apartments at 
Hyatt was increasing dramatically. By 
September, 1981, there were 20 vacant 
apartments at Hyatt and over 2000 
citywide - 15% of all public housing units. 
At the same time, the Housing Authority 
had a waiting list of over 8000 families 
seeking apartments. The Housing Autho- 
rity had decided to set aside apartments in 
Ironbound so they could move tenants 
from other parts of the city, empty other 
buildings, and then have an excuse to 
demolish them or sell them to rich 
developers who would convert them to 
upper income housing. We found out that 
they already had plans for Scudder and 
Columbus Homes. 

And the situation kept getting worse. At 
a meeting on Oct. 31, 1981, IUN members 
complained that the new heating system 
at FDR wasn’t working. The Housing 
Authority had laid off the people who were 
supposed to fix it. People were getting mad 
about the Housing Authority refusing to 
fill vacant apartments because the empty 
apartments were being used by drug 
addicts, endangering everyone else who 
lived there. A demonstration by the 
tenants on Dec. 17, 1981, got some results 
when 3 families finally were able to move 
into vacant apartments at Hyatt Court.

To Stop 
Airplane 
Noise 


Ironbound residents attended a meeting 
of the New Jersey Noise Council on May 
16 to speak out about high levels of 
airplane noise in the community. 

“We have been complaining about the 
airplane noise in this community for 
years,” said Tony Soltys, one of the 
residents who attended the meeting. “Now 
the suburban communities are complain- 
ing about the airplane noise, so at last 
state elected officials are listening. We’ve 
been suffering from the worst noise in New 
Jersey all these years and nothing was 
done about it.” : 

While suburban communities like Cran- 
ford are currently up in arms about 
airplane noise, Ironbound has been 
suffering from the problem for years. The 
Ironbound Airplane Committee led demon- 
strations, attended meetings of the Port 
Authority, and even held several drive ins, 
tying up traffic at the airport to make their 
point. As a response to the pressure, 
airport authorities estblished the “Mea- 
dowlands Approach" in 1981, which was 
designed to direct planes over the Pulaski 
Skyway instead of over peoples homes. 

However, the approach was not manda- 
tory, and there were no penalties for not 
using it, so there was little if any benefit 
for community residents. After Reagan 

striking air traffic controllers in 1981, 
the situation got worse. The newly hired 
controllers weren't gualified and couldn't

Å dropped as a priority. Since then air traffic 
A has gotten much heavier. More and more 
planes fly over. Deregulation of the airline 

industry resulted in more older, noisier 
planes being used. 

Now, because of the outcry about 
airplane noise from suburban residents, a 
bill has been introduced in the New Jersey 
Assembly which could benefit Ironbound 
residents. Assembly bill 2459, introduced 
by Assemblyman Genova, requires that 
airlines breaking the noise abatement 
procedures be penalized. 

A letter from Ironbound residents to 
Assemblyman Willie Brown, explains: 
“The Genova bill to enforce noise abate- 
ment procedures with penalties is of 
special interest to the Ironbound section of 
Newark. Noise abatement procedures 
called the ‘Meadowlands Approach’ went 
into effect in January, 1981. This approach 
if followed would direct planes over : ie 
Pulaski Skyway rather than over peopies 
homes in the Ironbound. Unfortunately 
this approach is not being followed and 
has never been enforced. Ironbound 
residents- continue to be subjected to ever 
worsening noise from low flying planes, 
damaging our health and ruining our 
lives.” The letter also supports flight 
curfews, and the rapid conversion of 
airplanes to quieter engines. < 

Some airports throughout the country 
have flight curfews which limit or prevent 
noisy flights during certain hours. 

“We have been making the same 
complaints that the suburban communi- 
ties are now making for years, and 
nothing was done. I hope that state 
officials will realize what a terrible 
problem this is to live with, and take some 
steps to solve it,” said Jon Dolberg, 
another Ironbound resident who attended 
the hearing.

Unhappy Anniversary 


“Last year on May 27, many of us stood 
along Springfield Avenue and watched 
while our elected officials blew up one of 
the buildings in the Scudder Homes public 
housing project. They were celebrating 
and laughing about it in the fancy 
reviewing stand they set up for all the 
dignitaries, and making promises about 
the townhouses that would be built.” 

“One year later, what is in place of that 
building? An empty lot. It is a disgrace.” 

The speaker was Rev. David Burgess 
Service marking the anniversary of the 
dynamiting of Scudder Homes. The special 
service was called by the Newark 
Coalition for Low Income Housing 
and was held at the Israel Memorial AME 
Church, across the street from the empty 
lot where the buildings used to stand. 

Councilman Donald Tucker said, “There 
is a war against the poor people in this 
city. No housing has been built to replace 
what was demolished so far. The Housing 
Authority wants to blow up more housing. 
But where are people supposed to live?” 
Councilman Tucker pointed out that the 
Housing Authority's track record on 
building housing is terrible. “They started 
some apartments on 10th St. in 1985 and 
people are just now moving into them, 
three years later. Where are people 
with low incomes supposed to live? Or are 
they just being pushed out of this city?” 

“There are more homeless people in 
Newark now than there were during the

Trenton May 2, when they refused to leave 
the State House without getting an 
appointment to see the Governor. Rev. 
Eric Duff, from Apostles House Shelter in 
Newark, was also among those arrested. 
The State was on the verge of throwing the 
hundreds of families who are currently 
living in motels 'out into the street. Since 
then, a one month extension to stay in the 
motels was granted, but families may be 
evicted next month. 

Right To Housing is planning another 
rally in Trenton on Thursday, June 30. 
“We want to Governor to know that the 
need for affordable housing is not going to 
disappear,” said Rev. Eric Duff. “The state 
of New Jersey has a budget surplus of over 
$1 billion. This money should be used to 
build housing. We could solve this problem 
right now, instead of having people living 
out in the streets.” 


Incinerator continued: 


* The Ironbound Committee A- 
— Toxic Waste has appealed to the 

upreme Court to have the Essex County 
garbage incinerator stopped, because one 
of the owners of American Ref-Fuel was 
convicted of price fixing in Ohio. New 
Jersey has a law which says anyone with 
this kind of past conviction should not be 
allowed to get involved in the garbage 
industry here in New Jersey. 

“It just doesn’t make sense,” said June 
Kruszewski. “The City Council has seen 
with their own eyes that it is possible to 
recycle garbage in a large city, to do it 
cheaply and safely.

Many students from Newark schools 
participated in the 1988 Peace Essay 
Contest sponsored by the Ironbound Peace 
Education Project. These are some of the 
essays: 


Peace is very essential to our new and 
modernized world. Why are there wars, 
crimes, murders and suicides? Why do 
presidents and rulers of nations spend 
billions of dollars a year on such projects 
as Star Wars? What answers are we to give 
to these questions? Who can we turn to? 

Questions like these are trying to be 
answered every day around the world in 
all parts, large and small. Rulers govern 
nowadays to make weapons. They promise 
to abolish missiles and bombs from their 
budget, but, when you look at the country's 
budget, weapons are still one of the 
country's most expensive articles. We 
don't need weapons; we need food and 
clothing for the poor, rehabilitation for the 
drug and alcoholic addicts, education for 
the boys and girls who can't afford to go to 
school, and medical care and supplies for 
disaster and flood victims. 

What would starving people rather have, 
two missiles or two steaks? Why do 
nations create and make tanks, rockets, 
bombs, missiles, machine guns, 30--mm 
guns, and bullets? Why don’t rulers ever 
think about the people who have children 
to support, who have lost a job, a home, a 


poor roof over their heads to keep warm 
and dry at night? What about the little 
orphans who have lost their parents and 
have no place to stay but a lonely, cold 
orphanage? 

People, especially rulers, have to realize 
that some people aren’t as lucky as they 
are. They don’t have a job, a home, food to 
keep them alive. Nations are full of 
weapons in warehouses, but they have only 
a little food and money for the poor. Why is 
this so? What has this world come to? So 
many questions, so few answers. Why 
don’t rulers spend billions of dollars on 
medical care and new hospitals and clinics 
than on warfare? Why is there crime? Why 
are so many people in prison? 

The answer to these questions is simple. 


War is the ony way for countries to be ` 


bigger. They want to be the most powerful 
countries, heads of nations want to have 
three things: name, game and fame. They 
want world domination for themselves; 
to share the world as brothers would be too 
much of a sacrifice and be too shameful. 
They want to put fear in the hearts of other 
nations. And, of course, they want to save 
themselves. They want soldiers and 
civilians to die to save themselves, so they 
can be their sheild. Rulers and presidents 
are always afraid to die, afraid to lose the 
glory they have when they're at the top of 
an empire. They can't adjust to a little 
thing like that. What a big price that poor 
people pay for such vanity! 


These are not new issues. For years we 
have been trying to find the answers. No 
one has yet, and we head toward the 
bottom of the deepest, biggest, darkest, 
blackest, most grotesque hole man has 
ever fallen into.

Porque Somos Contra 
Os Quimicos Tóxicos 


Desde o ano de 1978 que 
Wholesalers vem armazenando produtos 
altamente tóxicos em seus depósitos 
localizados no Ironbound. Em Junho de 
1979, o DEP (Departamento de Proteção do 
Meio Ambiente) inspecionou estes locais e 
constatou que tais produtos eram 


armazenados de maneira irresponsável e 


perigosa. Chegou a haver um incêndio

esta firma proibindo- -a de continuar 
creces i ilegalmente tais produtos 
tóxicos. O DEP concedeu-lhes o prazo de 30 
dias para que limpassem toda aquela área. 
Tiveram uma multa no valor de $2.000,00. 
O problema é que o DEP tratou desde caso 
como de somenos importância, inclusive 
negligenciou de coletar a multa. 

Foi justamente nesta altura que os 
residentes do Ironbound descobriram que o 
DEP era administrado por pessoas 
corrutas, irresponsáveis e que os mesmos 
eram incopetentes para administrar um 
órgão tã importante como aquele. 

Em Dezembro, um inspetor de departa- 
mento dos bombeiros da cidade Newark 
inspecionou o local, constatando a preca- 
riedade. Disse este senhor que caso 
houvesse um incêndio, colocaria em perigo 
não só a saúde bem como a própria vida 
dos bombeiros. Finalmente, em Dezembro 
de 1980, a cidade levou-os à côrte. Durante

especial os residentes no Ironbound papra de iodo New series fizeram um onene no dia 4 de Janko para 


congratularam-se com as determinações 
formuladas na reunião contra a implan- 
tação de incineradores. 

Chegou-se As seguintes conclusčes: 

* Queimar o lixo é uma das formas 
mais caras da sua eliminação. 

* Fumos saidos dos incineradores são 
altamente tóxicos, contendo grandes 
quantidades de gases e ácidos, substancias 
que originam o cancro, dioxidos e outras 
substancias altamente perigosas para a 
saúde pública e contaminação do maio 
ambiente. 

* Há outras alternativas mais seguras 
para proteger a população de New Jersey. 

Foram recomendades outras alternati- 
vas como por exemplo a reciclagem do lixo.

incineradores, porque são caros, perigosos, 
mão devendo a r.. 


disse June Kruszewski. “Esta assembleia é 
a voz do povo que deve ser ouvida pelos 
seus dirigentes.” 

Lois Gibbs, a porta-voz da Convenção, 
pediu a todos para continuarem na luta 
contra a poluição do meio ambiente. Ela 
fez notar que os departamentos locais e 
federais do governo nada farão se não 
forem pressionados pelo povo. Lois Gibbs 
envolveu-se nestas campanhas contra a 
poluição quando vivia em Love Canal, 
zona altamente tóxica perto de Niagara 
Falls, no estado de New York. Os 
residentes de Love Canal começaram a 
sentir medo de estarem envenenados 
quando os seus filhos começaram a 
adoecer com doenças serias e desconheci- 
das. Uma vez que as entidades oficiais 
nada fizeram, procederam eles proprios à 
investigação para determinar as causas de 
tão frequentes enfermidades nas crianças. 
Publicaram os resultados destas pesquisas 
nos jornais, e enviaram-nos para os 
departamentos oficiais locais, e para 
Washington, D.C. antes de receberem 
qualquer resposta. Não descansaram 
enquanto não levaram ao local os repre- 
sentantes oficiais para tomarem medidas 
necessárias e urgentes. Ms. Gibbs fez notar 
que eles não eram especialistas no 
assunto, mas povo que aprendeu a 
enfrentar um problema causado por 
empresas que não tomaram as devidas 
precauções com os seus produtos toxicos. 

Outros oradores na assembleia foram 
membros do Greenpeace e dos antigos 
combatentes do Vietnam. Os 2 grupos são 
contra os incineradores porque eles 
produzem dioxido. Muitos combatentes do 
Vietnam sofrem de graves enfermidades 
por terem estado em contacto com 
produtos quimicos usados na guerra 
biologica. “Não o podes ver, não o podes 
cheirar, mas fez adoecer e mata-te 
depressa.”

Ironbound Ao Conselho:

Mais de 50 residentes do Ironbound 
foram sob impiedosa chuva até à reunião 
do Conselho Municipal do passado dia 18

“Reciclagem é uma alternativa mais 
barata e mais segura de queimar lixo. 

Agora 
é altura de parar com o queimador de 
lixos,” disse Arnold Cohen do Comité do 
Ironbound Contra Produtos Tóxicos 
(ICATW). 

O Reverendo David Burgess, da Igreja 
de St. Stephan's do bairro do Ironbound, 
afirmou: “Apesar de todas as garantias de 
que o incinerador disporá da tecnica mais 
avançada, mantem-se o facto de que 
quantidades de dioxinas e outros produtos 
químicos venenosos poluirão o ar, a água e 
o solo da nossa comunidade. A construção 
de várias plantas de reciclagem poderiam 
resolver a questão do lixo no condado do 
Essex, sem necessidade de poluição e o 
custo de um incinerador de lixos.” 

Muitos residentes mostravam o seu 
descontentamento por só terem podido 
falar depois das onze e meia da noite. Um 
autocarro com residentes do Ironbound 
teve de partir antes que essas pessoas 
pudessem usar da palavra. 

Em resposta aos comentários dos 
residentes, o Vereador Martinez disse que 
a planta de reciclagem que haviam 
visitado em Roma era “extraordinária. 
Poderia poupar a Newark 43 dólares em 
cada tonelada de lixo,” o que é milhões de 
dólares por ano que seriam poupados aos 
contribuintes. 

Os vereadores Villanie e Rice afirmaram 
que nunca haviam votado em favor do 
incinerador. O vereador Earl Harris disse 
num artigo recentemente publicado no 
jornal Star-Ledger, “Fue enganado quanto 
à segurança do incinerador na altura que

Falam Os Factos 


Entre os novos factos conhecidos acerca 
dos perigos dos queimadores de lixo e que 
os residentes de Ironbound apresentaram 
na sessão do Conselho Municipal salien- 


tamos: 

* O Fundo de Defesa do Meio Ambien- 
te de Washington, D.C., está processando 
os donos de queimadores de lixo em 
Peekskill, New York e em Chicago por 
violação das leis federais relativas ao 
destino dado às cinzas resultantes da 
quima de lixo. O Condado do Essex 
tenciona actuar da mesma maneira no 
destino a dar à cinza. Esta é considerada 
produto tóxico em alguns estados. 

* O Exército encerrou um incinerador 
que laborava há somente 18 meses em Fort 
Dix, New Jersey, porque altos niveis de 

“mercúrio mortífero” emanavam do 
incinerador. Este, que havia custado 6 
milhões e meio de dólares, estará agora 
fechado durante semanas até que resol- 
vam o que vão fazer com ele. 

* O ICATW apelou para o Tribunal 
Supremo para que seja parada a constru- 
ção do incinerador do Condado Essex, 
porque um dos donos de companhia 
American Ref-Fuel foi condenado em Ohio 
por ilegalidade de preços. New Jersey 
possui uma lei que estabelece que uma 
pessoa julgada convicta não pode entrar 
na indústria do lixo em New Jersey. 

“Não faz sentido algum,” disse June 
Kruszewski. “O Conselho Municipal vin 
com os seus próprios olhos que é possivel 
reciclar lixo numa cidade grande, mais 
barato e mais seguro. Uma vez que é 
possível, deve ser feito aqui.”

Os habitantes do Ironbound assistiram 
à uma reunião do Conselho de Barulho de 
New Jersey no dia 16 de Maio para 
protestar os niveis altos do barulho dos 
avides na nossa comunidade. 

Um dos participantes do Ironbound na 
reunião, Tony Soltys, disse, “Já queixa- 
mos do barulho por muitos anos. Agora 
que as comunidades suburbias estão a 
queixá-se do barulho dos aviões, é que os 
oficiais do estado estão a prestar atenção à 
este problema. Somos nós que sufremos do 
pior barulho por tantos anos e fizeram 
nada para remediar a situação.” 

Enquanto que as comunidades subur- 
bias como Cranford estão actualmente a 
protestar o barulho dos aviões, o Iron- 
bound tem estado a sufrer perante muitos 
anos. Foi o “Ironbound Airplane Com- 
mittee” que dirigui demostrações, assistiu 
às reunioes do ‘Port Authority’, e até 
organizou protestas que entupiram o 
trânsito na area do aeroporto. Em resposta 
a esta pressão, em 1981, as autoridades do 
aeroporto encaminharam os aviões por 
cima do ‘Pulaski Skyway’ e não por cina 
das casas do Ironbound. 


Mas, este chamado 'Meadowlands 


Approach’ não era mandatorio e não 
fizeram multas para aqueles que não o 
respeitavam. A situação piorou depois da 
despedida por Presidente Reagan dos 
controladores do trânsito aereo em 1981. 
l novos controladores não tinham a

Agora, por causa das protestas nas 

áreas suburbias, introduziram uma lei na 

assembleia do estado.

El almacer “Ferry Wholesalers” han 
almecenado ilegalmente quimicos tóxicos 
en Ferry St. en Ironbound desde 1979. En 
Junio de 1979, el Departamento de 
Protección Ambiental (DEP) inspeccionó 
el sitio y encontró que los quimicos 
estaban almacenados de forma peligrosa y 
poniendo al publico en peligro. Habia 

peligro de provocar un incendio o causar 

un daño a la salud del peligro. En Marzo de 

1980, el DEP emitió una “orden” en contra 


ca dom + SS, 
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almacenamineto, procesamineto y dese- 
char, dando al mismo tiempo un periodo de 
30 dias para remover todo los quimicos del 
almacen. El DEP. tambien multo la 
compafiia por la suma de $2000. El unico 
problema es que el DEP no enforzo la ley y 
ni siguiera exigieron el pagó de la multa. 

Fue en este momento que los residentes 
de Ironbound empezaron a darse cuenta 
que el DEP esta lleno de corrupción y no 
enforsarian la ley, hasta que la gente no se 
decidiera a protestar. 

En Diciembre, un inspector del Dept. de 
Bomberos en Newark fue al dicho almacen 
y decídio que si alguna vez sucediera un 
incendio, los bomberos podrian resultar 
heridos y hasta morir.

Sorprenden- 
temente, el ‘Star Ledger’ rehuso publicar la 
historia, decidiendose a hacerlo hasta 
Octubre 29 despues de que los residentes de 
Ironbound protestaron por la falta de 
interes para cubrir las noticias (Este tipo 
de problema es una de las razones por la 
que publicamos las Voces de Ironbound)

Los residentes de Ironbound asistieron a 
una reunión del Consejo sobre Ruido en 
New Jersey en Mayo 16 para hablar sobre 
altos niveles de ruido de aviones en la 
comunidad. 

“Por afios nos hemos estado quejando 
sobre el ruido de aviones en la comuni- 
dad,” dijo Tony Soltys, uno de los 
residentes que asistio a la reunión. “Ahora 
comunidades suburbanas se estan quejan- 
do sobre el ruido de los aviones, al fin los 
oficiales elegidos por el estado estan 
escuchando. Todos estos años hemos 
estado sufriendo del peor ruido en New 
Jersey y nada se ha hecho.” 

Mientras comunidades suburbanas 
come Cranford estan en los manos sobre el 
ruido de aviones, Ironbound ha estado 
sufriendo con éste problema por años. El 
Comite de Aviones de Ironbound hizo 
demostraciones, asistió a reuniones en la 
Autoridad de Puertos, y hasta condujeron 
varias marchas, parando un poco el tráfico 
hacia el aeropuerto para hacer notar 
nuestra idea. Como respuesta a esa 
presión, autoridades del aeropuerto esta- 
blecieron el “Acercamiento Meadowlands” 
en 1981, el cual fué designado a dirigir los 
aviones sobre el Pulaski Skyway, en vez de 
ir sobre las viviendas.

Deregulaciones en la industria 
aerea ha resultado en el uso de aviones 
mas viejos y mas ruidosos. 

` Ahora, por el grito sobre el ruido de 
aviones de los residentes suburbanos una 
propuesta se ha introducido en la Asam- 
blea de New Jersey la cual podria 
beneficiar los residentes de Ironbound. La 
propuesta num. 2459 introducida por el 
Asambleista Genova, requiere que las 
lineas aereas que rompan los procedimien- 
tos en la disminución de ruido seran 
penalizados. 

Una carta de los residentes de Iron- 
bound enviada al Asambleista Willie 
Brown explica: “La propuesta Genova 
para exigir la disminución del ruido con 
los procedimientos con penalidades es de 
especial interes para la sección de 
Ironbound en Newark. Procedimientos 
para la disminución del ruido llamado 
‘Acercamiento Meadowlands’ fué en efecto 
en Enero del 1981. Este acercamiento si 
siguiese, dirigiria los aviones sobre el 
Pulaski Skyway en lugar de volar sobre las 
viviendas en Ironbound. Desafortuna- 
damente éste acercamiento no está en 
efecto y nunca se ha exigido. Residentes de 
Ironbound continuan sujetos a los mas 
peores ruidos desde los aviones mas bajos, 
dañando nuestra salud y aruinando 
nuestras vidas.” La carta ademas apoya el 
tóque de queda de los vuelos y la rapida 
conversión de aviones para maquinarias 
menos ruidosas.
